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PREFACE 

There  is  scarcely  a  book  in  which  the  Christian  church  expresses  itself 
more  universally  than  in  its  hymnal.  In  it  are  gathered  together  the  praises 
and  prayers  of  many  peoples,  without  regard  for  race,  creed  or  color. 

In  this  tradition  of  unity,  The  Hymnal,  here  presented,  has  a  small  but 
meaningful  part.  The  voices  of  its  psalms,  hymns  and  gospel  songs  echo 
praise  and  prayer  to  God  and  glory  in  the  experience  of  salvation  through 
His  Son,  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Hymnal  was  authorized  by  the  Annual  Conference  of  The  Evangelical 
Mission  Covenant  Church  of  America  held  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  June, 
1944.  It  has  been  produced  to  satisfy  a  general  demand  for  a  hymn  book 
which  provides  for  the  needs  of  our  congregations.  Other  hymn  books  pre- 
viously produced  by  the  denomination  are  Sions  Basun  (1908),  De  Ungas 
Sangbok  ( 1914) ,  Mission  Hymns  ( 1921) ,  and  The  Covenant  Hymnal  ( 1931) . 

Many  aids  to  worship  have  been  included  to  enrich  the  ministry  of  the 
church.  Attention  is  called  to  the  section  for  children's  worship,  the  choir 
and  the  Swedish  lyrics  of  favorite  songs.  Others  include  the  suggested  inter- 
pretations, the  use  of  Amens  in  songs  of  praise  and  prayer,  and  the  indexes. 
All  of  these  enhance  the  value  of  The  Hymnal. 

Also  included  are  translations  of  many  songs  from  the  Swedish  Pietistic 
movement.  These  simple  but  rich  songs  of  the  plain  folk  breathe  an  intimate 
spirit,  now  of  joy,  and  again  of  sadness,  but  always  of  longing  for  heaven 
and  homeland.   They  are  songs  of  the  pilgrim. 

Not  all  congregations  will  use  all  of  the  songs  in  The  Hymnal.  However, 
the  learning  of  new  songs  is  strongly  commended  as  a  means  of  enriching 
the  experience  of  the  people  and  of  lending  variety  to  the  church  service. 

While  The  Hymnal  contains  a  section  of  songs  for  children  and  children's 
worship,  their  use  of  the  book  should  not  be  limited  to  these  songs.  The 
entire  hymnal  is  theirs;  they  should  learn  to  appreciate  it  as  such. 

Finally,  The  Hymnal  is  more  than  a  collection  of  songs.  It  is  also  a  book 
of  devotions.  Its  rightful  place  is  not  limited  to  the  sanctuary  or  the  several 
services  of  the  church.  No,  it  belongs  in  the  home  where  together  with  the 
Bible  it  may  share  in  bringing  the  full  gospel  of  Christ  to  all  who  read. 

And  so  it  is  the  fervent  prayer  of  the  Commission  that  The  Hymnal  shall 
be  used  by  our  people.  May  its  songs  bring  challenge,  courage  and  comfort. 
Above  all  may  the  message  of  God's  greatest  gift,  salvation  through  Jesus 
Christ,  be  clearly  heard  in  the  singing.

There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and 
another  glory  of  the  moon,  and  an- 
other glory  of  the  stars: 

For  one  star  differeth  from  an- 
other star  in  glory. 

So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption;  it  is 
raised  in  incorruption: 


It  is  sown  in  dishonor;  it  is  raised 
in  glory:  it  is  sown  in  weakness;  it 
is  raised  in  power: 

It  is  sown  a  natural  body;  it  is 
raised  a  spiritual  body.  There  is  a 
natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual 
body. 

So  it  is  written.  The  first  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  soul;  the 
last  Adam  was  made  a  life-giving 
spirit. 

Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery:  we 
shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed. 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on 
incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must 
put  on  immortality. 

Thanks  be  to  God,  who  giveth  us 
the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.

But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh  but  in 
the  Spirit,  if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of 
God  dwelleth  in  you. 

But  if  any  man  hath  not  the  Spirit 
of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his. 

And  if  Christ  is  in  you,  the  body 
is  dead  because  of  sin;  but  the  spirit 
is  life  because  of  righteousness. 


But  if  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised 
up  Jesus  from  the  dead  dwelleth  in 
you, 

He  that  raised  up  Christ  Jesus 
from  the  dead  shall  give  life  also  to 
your  mortal  bodies  through  his 
Spirit  that  dwelleth  in  you. 

So  then,  brethren,  we  are  debtors, 
not  to  the  flesh,  to  live  after  the 
flesh:
